In his description of the 
life of man as it should be, 
Peter said, ‘‘But as he which 
hath called you is holy, so be 
ye holy in all manner.of con- 
versation; because it is writ- 
ten, Be ye holy for 
holy.’’

In His conversation with 
the Samaritan woman Jesus 
said, *“God is a Spirit,’’ so 
then to be spiritual, in the 
sense of which we are writing, 
one must possess the nature 
or qualities of God. 

Now as one is required to 
be Holy, Heavenly minded 
and possess the nature of God 
to be spiritual, and as the 
Seriptures corroborate — this 
statement, there must of course 
be some provisions made to 
accomplish this end. :

The sancti- 
fication that makes holy and 
that makes people spiritual is 
an instantaneous work 
wrought inthe heart by the 
power of God.

Some pec- 
ple emphasize ‘‘heart reli- 
gion,’’ but Iseethat the mind 
has its place and is to be so 
changed by God’s transform- 
ing power that one can become 
‘‘spiritually minded.”’ The 
carnal mind can be replaced 
with the spiritual mind.

For some time we have been 
studying over the matter of enter- 
tainment for those who will attend 
the 10th. Annual Assemply that 
convenes Noy.2-8-1914. 

Last year our homes were filled 
up with visitors and we were obliged 
to rent three other houses and fur- 
nish them in order tc accomodate 
the overplus that could not be enter- 
tained in our homes. 

We do not want to limit the at- 
tendance, but for the promotion of 
the great cause we represent we rath- 
er wish to encourage a still larger 
attendance. Judging from reports 
already coming in, the attendance 
this year bids fair to more than doub- 
dle that of last year, provided how- 
ever, that suitable arrangements can 
be made for comfortible entertain- 
ment that will warrent extensive 
advertisement. 


We have been informed that plans 
are already being made for the at- 
tendance of delegations from several 
states that have not hitherto been 
represented, besides larger numbers 
expecting to come from all the states 
usually represented. It will give us 
much pleasure to encourage such a 
large attendance, but we do not want 
our people to be compelled to go to 
public hotels for entertainment. 
The cost would be too great and be- 
sides it would seem too much like 
throwing the Lord’s money away. 

The good people of Cleveland have 
been giving their brothers and sisters 
that came from a distance free en- 
ertainment as far as possible for sev- 


en consecutive Assemblies which has 
been a great pleasure to them, but 
the Assembly has out grown our 
capacity asall who attended last 
year know very well, and some plan 
for extending our capacity is neces- 
sary to accommodate the throng we 
are expecting this year. 

It has been suggested by some of 
our people in a neighboring state 
that we erect a building to be used 
asa boarding house and paid for 
and owned by the Assembly or the 
churches of God. This could be 
done at a very little cost to any one 
individual if all would take an in- 
terest in such an enterprise. The 
church already owns land right by 
the house where the assembly is held 
upon which the buildiug could be 
placed. 

A tittle calculation will show some- 
thing of what a united effort on this 
line can do. A good roomy build- 
ing can be built for $2000. Lot is 
a'ready paid for. Suppose there is 
an attendance of 400 outside of 
Cleveland and vecinity. Also sup- 
pose these 400 should go to hotels 
which would cost no less than $1.00 
per day; this would mean six dollars 
each for the six days of the Assem- 
bly. Then 400 at six dollars each 
would amount to $2,400. Instead 


of paying out this amount for board 
it could be invested in a building 
for permanent use. 

At present there is no indications 
of moving the assembly from Cleve- 
land so the house would be ready 
for use an indefinite length of time, 
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and those who should invest the 
small sum of six dollars would feel 
they were coming home instead of 
feeling they would be a burden on 
gome body else. 

There is another feature to this 
that may be of no little value. The 
Assembly has been talking for years 
about a school or college. In fact 
we are in need of a Bible school 
where workers can be prepared for 
the field, both home and foreign, as 
well as a school for our young peo- 
ple who want to acquire a common 
education. This building could be 
used for school purposes. Students 
could have rooms free and board 
themselves, thereby making the 
cost of attending a few months 
school very light. Workers who 
wanted to spend a few months 
daring the winter in Bible study 
could havea home. This would 
solve two important problems as 
well as one. 

There is another thing worthy of 
consideration that should not be 
overlooked. In connection with 
this building a room would be sup- 
plied in which provisions could be 
stored for use during the assembly. 
It has been intimated that there are 
many farmers that are willing and 
some even anxious to send barrels 
of potatoes and ether provisions for 
use at the assembly. All of these 
could be carefully and systematically 
arranged, so that during the six 
days of the assembly we could have 
all things in common. 

This feature would certainly be 
beautiful. The fellowship of saints 
would be unbounded, and no one 
over burdened and no one feeling 
they were a burden to any body 
else. 

Now after considering this matter 
at some length I wish to add that 
the success of this project depends 
upon the response this article meets 
with in the next few days. A postal 
card expressing your approval or 
disapprova! will cost but little. Let 
every reader who is interested in 
the promotion of the great Church 
of God of which the assembly is the

Only when men can “‘do all 
things through Christ which 
strengtheneth’’ them, will they be 
able to preach ‘‘with the power of 
the Holy Ghost sent down from 
heaven,’’ heal the sick, cast out 
devils, and give a full gospel to the 
world. 

Human inteilect or power can 
never lift the full standard of the 
gospel but God through the Spirit- 
anointed heart, mind, and body re- 
veals Himself and His perfect plan 
to the world.

sent to me throu ro. Tomlinson. 
May God bless yaBand repay you 
for your kindness. 
God has been with us and_ bless- 
ing us greatly since you last heard 
from me. We have fifty one ehild- 
ren in the home. And I ean see 
they are improving so much since 
we took them that it makes my 
heart rejoice. Weare toldto ex- 
pect our reward in Heaven, but it 
seems that all the reward I would 
ever want is just to see these poor 
children who were hungry for food 
and hungry for knowledge — hap- 
py and to hear thein them sing and 
pray — who, just a few months be- 
fore knew nothing of God. I long 
to take more in the Orphanage _ but 
I am all alone now, I have no help- 
er only two native women who help 
wash and cook ete. so fifty children 
are about all I can care for by my- 
self. But lately God has given me 
2 new idea, and a new opening by 
which I can reeech many more. I 
have rented a house in one of the 
villages, and I have opened aa little 
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school for the poor children. 

The teacher gives them a long 
Bible lesson every morning, prays 
with them and teaches them to sing 
and then he teaches them to read 
3) that they can learn to read the 
Bible. 

He also gives them arithmetic 
spelling and writing etc. As soon 
as the children learn to read a little 
we use the Gospel of John as their 
reader. Then they learn to. read. 
Also they get the word of God. 
Some of the children who knew 
nothing a year ago can read nicely 
now in the Gospel. 

Pray for our little school, we have 
forty children already, the first 
We are teaching them how 
to wash their faces and comb their 
hair, for the Egyptians are very dirty 
in the villages. I once said toa 


week. 


woman, ‘‘Why don’t you wash your 
little girl’s face?’’ “‘O’’ she said, 
‘*what is the use, we are poor folks.’’ 
These poor children get the idea 
that there is no use in being clean 
just because they are poor. 


Labor is very cheap in this coun- 
try and I only have to pay teacher 
$7.50 a month and the rent is only 
60c a month. We expect to take 
many more children in the school. 
The teacher told me last night that 
there were many more waiting to 
come and he would have to have 
more benches because there was not 
room for them all. On Sundays a 
native preacher goes there and holds 
meetings. Also one night during 
the week. My heart aches when I 
see how hungry these poor people 
are for knowledge. How I wish we 
might have a lot of such mission 
schools started in many of the 
villages. Pray that God may put 
this work on some of the dear ones 
hearts in America for this kind of 
work does not need ar American 
Missionary but a lot the native boys 


are glad to dosome kind of work . 


like that. Itisa small work but 
Jesus said,‘‘In as much as ye have 
done it unto the least of these ye 
have done it uuto me.
